Storm Analysis
As of 07/08/2010 06:00 CDT, water levels along the Texas coast are increasing and range
between 1.7 and 2.8 feet above predicted.  Winds are also increasing, with gusts up to 24 kts
being recorded.  Barometric pressure starts to fall at locations close to US/Mexico border.

Water Level and Meteorological plots available below are updated automatically. Water level
predictions relative to Mean Lower Low Water are:

Port Isabel, TX: Next predicted high tides are 1.39 ft (0.42 m) at 07/08/2010 05:45 CDT and
1.50 ft (0.46 m) at 07/09/2010 06:27 CDT.

South Padre Island C.G. Station, TX: Next predicted high tides are 1.17 ft (0.36 m) at
07/08/2010 05:27 CDT and 1.26 ft (0.38 m) at 07/09/2010 06:19 CDT.
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Corpus Christi, TX: Next predicted high tides are 1.78 ft (0.54 m) at 07/09/2010 05:00 CDT and
1.84 ft (0.56 m) at 07/10/2010 05:437 CDT.

AT 400 AM CDT...THE CENTER OF TROPICAL DEPRESSION TWO WAS ESTIMATED NEAR
LATITUDE 24.8 NORTH...LONGITUDE 95.2 WEST. THE DEPRESSION IS MOVING TOWARD
THE NORTHWEST NEAR 14 MPH. THIS GENERAL MOTION IS EXPECTED TO CONTINUE
FOR THE NEXT 24 HOURS OR SO. ON THE FORECAST TRACK...THE TROPICAL CYCLONE
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IS EXPECTED TO
MOVE INLAND NEAR THE TEXAS-MEXICO BORDER LATER TODAY.

MAXIMUM SUSTAINED WINDS ARE NEAR 35 MPH WITH HIGHER GUSTS.  THERE IS A
POSSIBILITY THAT THE DEPRESSION BECOMES A TROPICAL STORM BEFORE MOVING
INLAND.

ESTIMATED MINIMUM CENTRAL PRESSURE IS 1006 MB.

WIND...TROPICAL-STORM-FORCE WINDS ARE ANTICIPATED TO REACH THE COAST
